DESCRIPTION OF A NEW GENUS AND SPECIES OF 
THE COLEOPTEROUS FAMILY DRILIDAE

Dip loclaclon , g. n. 

Luciolam quasi simulans. Corpus oblongum, dense bre- 
viter pilosum ; caput sat magnum , oculis magnis, globosis , 
subtus fere contiguis; antennae duodecim-articulatae, arti- 
culis tertio ad undecimum ramum duplicem emittentibus, 
ratals baud lougis, subflabellatis, pectiniformibus; palpis 
omnibus articulis ultimis apice acuminatis. Abdomen ad 
apicem eonoideum, segmentum genitale maris (octavum) 
supra et infra fissum. Tarsi quiuque-articulati, haud mem* 
branacei, ungues simplices. 

The general appearance of this remarkable genus is that 
of some of the Lampyridae, and I should have placed it 
in that family, but that the abdominal structure is so dif¬ 
ferent to anything among the Luciolides with which I am 
yet acquainted. At the same time the 12-jointed antenme 
and their mode of insertion, as well as the absence of any 
indications of luminosity remove it still further from any 
member of the same subfamily. 

Some genera of the Drilidm present great palpal deve-

lopment; this is not so here, but is I think compensated 
for by that of the eyes and antennae. 

Diploclcidon Has'seltii, sp. n. 

Oblongum, subparallelum, tenuiter pubescens; capite 
nigro, inter oculos obsolete parce punctato; protkorace 
brevi, transverso, parcius punctato, antice angustato, an- 
gulis posticis acutiusculis; scutellum triangulare, parce 
punctatum. Elytra fusca, crebrius sat fortiter punctata, 
lineis duabus elevatioribus, margiue leniter incrassato, sa- 
turatiore; epipleura brevia, vix ulla. — Long. 10 raillim. 

Mas . Anteunis 12-articulatis, articulis tertio ad undeci- 
mum bipectinatis, abdominis apice producto, segmento 
genitali elongato, fisso.
